“ fice. Again ; (7) “« [have fomething of a trouble- 
*¢ fome and unneceflary Task herein, if I were to deal 
“with a Perfon of ordinary Ingenuity ; for his Book is in 
“¢ Print, and I have alfo in Print charged This upon Him, 
«< and neverthelefs by this /2# Book He puts me again up- 
‘* on this double Drudgery ; to prove firft thet He faidit, 
«¢ and afterwards to prove that He meant what He faid. 

I leave the Publick to judge whether This is not exactly 
the Cafe of our prefent Minifferial Advocates, with Re- 
gard to Corruption and Dependency of Parliament, which 
‘They have been endeavouring to juftify every Week, for 
four or five Years paft, almoft in exprefs Terms, and yet 
conftantly deny any fuch Defign, when their Arguments 
are taken to Pieces, and They are called upon to defend 
them.

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enough, but in a grave, formal Manner, and with all the 
Art of ferious Argumentation. 

Another Artifice, practifed by the/e Gentlemen, is running 
the Rig, as it is called, upon an Author's /Vorks, and turn. 

‘This is likewife allowable 
in polemical Writings, as far as Argument is concerned. 
and hath been fometimes practifed with good Succefs, ip 
Point of Wit and Humour ; but is commonly the Mark of 
Stupidity and meer Barrennefs of Invention. I could give 
feveral Inftances of this in the Court Writers ; but one thal] 
fuffice. Having lately made an Attempt to divert my 
Readers, with a ludicrous Comparifon between Author pip 
and Ceokery, how did They rack their little Brains-to retort 
it upon Me, till They had worn the poor Aljufion quite 
threadbare, and exhaufted all the Phrafeology of the K:t- 
chen? This puts me in Mind of what Mr. Dryden fays, in 
one of his Prefaces, to the Cavillers of his Writing. 
<< Rail at me abundantly ; and, not to break a Cuftom, do 
“ i¢ without W7t. If God hath not blefs’'d you with 
«< the Talent of Rhiming, make Ufe of my poor Stock 
«¢ and Welcome. Let your Verfes run upon my Feet ; and 
«c for the utmoft Refuge of notorious Blockheads, reduced 
<< to the laft Extremity of Senfe, turn my own Limes upon 
*< me, and, in utter Defpair of your cwa Satire, make me 
<< fatirize myfelf. 

"To This ‘They have added another Device of much the 
fame Nature ; I mean, when We quote any Author of Re- 
putation, in Support of our Arguments, ‘They either take 
no Notice of the Qyotation, though marked as /uch witha 
Reference to the 4uthor, but fall upon Us for broaching 
fuch Dottrines ; or elfe They reject the Authority without 
any Ceremony, and yet cite the very /ame Authors againtt 
us, upon other Occafions, when They ferve their Pur- 
pofe. This hath been frequently the Cafe of Locke, Homp- 
den, D' Avenant, Trenchard, Addifon, Burnet and Rapit 
as I could eafily prove by a Multitude of Inftances. 

I fhall mention but one Stratagem more, which hath 
been often employed by the minifferial Advocates, in order 
to evade the main Point in Difpute, and divert the Force 
of the Argument againft Them. Whenever We produce 
any Inftance of a Prince, whole Reign became unfortunate 
by Mifgovernment, or of an odious and arbitrary Minifa, 
who fella Sacrifice to the Rage of the People ; there is al- 
ways Trea/on, or Rebellion, a Plot, or an Apafiaation © 
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the Bottom of it. Thus We cannot mention the tragical 
Fate of Edward the 2d, Richard the 2d, or Charies the 
rift, but it muft be with an Intention of recommending the 
fame bloody; King-killing Doé?rines at prefent; nor relate 
the Story of Sejanus, Rufinus, Villars Duke of Bucking» 
bam, or the De Wits, without being charged ‘with a’ De- 
fign of ftirring up the People to the like Violence againft 
another Miniffer ; though it is evident, in all thefe Cafes, 
that We mean nothing farther than general Infruion, and 
have even particularly exprefled our Abhorrence to all 
fuch extrajudicial Proceedings. It is, indeed, a lamentable 
Spectacle, to fee a great Miniffer driven to fuch Extremi- 
ties, that He cannot ftand his Ground without lugging his 
Mafer into his Quarrel, and dreams of nothing but Blood 
and Defruttion. Yet This is commonly the Cafe of in/o- 
lent, bad Men in Power, who are apt to flartie at theirowa 
Shadows, and think every Man They meet hath a Dag- 
ger, ora Piffol, in his Pocket But to proceed ; 

The prefent Advocates for Power have not only run into 
the fame Methods of Controverfy with the Jory Coart- 
Writers, of former Times, but have even adopted their 
moft extravagant Principles and Doéfrines ; of which take 
the following Inftances. . 

One great Point, laboured by the antient Tories, was to 
Write down the Antiquity, Power and Independency of the 
Houfe of Commons, in order to exalt the Prerogative, and 
Influence of the Crowa over their Refolutions. Now hath 
not This been the manifeft, avow’'d End of our modern 
Whig-Writers, as They call Themfelves, for feveral 
Years together ? . 

Another favourite Article amongft the Court-Writers, 
of thofe Times, was the Affair of fanding Armies in 
Times of Peace; and have not our minifterial Scribblers 
contended for a much larger Namber than hey ever 
prefumed to do ; nay, have They not even contended for 
Them as more neceflary, in Times of profound Peace, than 
in the Height of an afual War ? Bas 

The Tortes of old have been likewife imitated by the 
modern Whigs, in their Zeal for Paffive Obedience and Non- 
Refiffance; which the /atter have preach’d up. as warmly, 
though not in fuch plain Terms, as S/thorpe, Manwaring, | 
or Sacheverel ever did, by a all Oppofttion, not 
only to Xings, but even to Miniffers, as the Effect of @ 





ledstious, traiterous and Republican Spirit. 
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“Se 

The fame may be faid of, hereditary Right; a Doering, 
which hath lately.been new-vamp’d, and apply'd to a Re 
mily, who have certainly no Pretenfion to it, asa Tétle to 
the Crown, whatever fome former Princes might have had ; 
and who will fcorn te hold it by fo weak and ridiculous a 
Tenure. Yet our medern Sycopbants have not been atha- 
med to offer Them this fervile Incenfe, and to accufe ys 
of. treading on the Heels of Treafon, for afferting - his 
Majetty’s Parliamentary Title, by the Confent. and Elec. 
tion of a free Peopie,.in Oppofition to all fuch groundlefs 
and chimerical Claims. 

Nay, They have even lick’d up the Spittle of the To- 
ries, by reviving that old exploded Cry, the Danger of the 
Church ; not from Protefant Diffenters, Jufidels and Repab- 
Jicans, indeed, as was. apprehended fome Years ago; but 
fronr the Papiffs, and /Vard's Pills ; though if the Church 
be realiy in Danger, by the, Increafe of Popery, under the 
prefent,. glorious Admuniftration, I fancy fome other Caufe 
might be aflign’d for it, befides Mr. Ward's. miraculous 
Cures ; and, perhaps, it. would be no.difficule Matter to 
prove that the Alarm. itfelf is levelled at our good Friends, 
the Diffenters, more.than the Papifs. But That I thal 
leave to their own Reflection. 

As to the Liberty of the Prefs, our modern Whigs have 
not only pleaded for the fame Reftraints,. which the Tories 
formeriy impofed upon it, and openly profefs'd the fame 
Defign ; but have even quoted their Arguments, in Juftiid 
cation of it. Indeed, They have long, been endeavourimg: 
to exclude all Examination into Matters of Gawernment out 
of the Boundaries of this Privilege, and to confine thé 
Exercife of it to Subjects, of little Importance to the 
World; but finding it impraCticable to do This, either by 
Reafon, or Law, as it now ftands, ‘They tellus at. laf, 
without any Difguife, that They are refolyed to break 
through all Obftacles, in Purfuit of their favourite Poimts 
a will either make the Prefs bend to Them, or de- 

roy it. 

I fhall therefore conclude with another Paflage from 
Andrew Marvel, which is not only appofite to our, pres 
fent Purpofe, but fo full of tharp Wit and true Humours 
that I amfure my. Readers will be pleafed with it. I 
muft only defire Them to remember .that Mr. Merve 
Was engaged with an Advocate for ecclefafical Tyranmys 
which is not our Cafe at prefent ; but the Satire will -i 
equally 
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ually ftrong, mutatis mutandis, againft all Contenders 


he proceeds thus. 
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“«*-—The Prefs hath ow’d Him a Shame a Jong 
Time, and: is but now beginning to pay off the Debt ; 
the Prefs, that villainous Engine, invented much about 
the fame Time with the Reformation, that hath done 
more Milchief to the Difcipline of our Church, than 
all the DoGrine can make Amends jor.

Conventicles ; but no Art yet could prevent rhe/e e- 
ditiows-~Meetines of Letters. ‘Two or three brawny Fe}- 
lows in a Corner, with mecr Ink and Fibew-Greafe, 
do moré-Harm than an hundred fchifmatical Divines, 
with their fiveaty Preaching ; 2nd, which is a ftrange 
Thing, the very Spanges, which one would think 
fhould father. deface and blot out the whole Book, 
and were antiently ufed to that Purpofe, are become 
now the Inftruments to make Things legible. Their 
ugly Printing-Letters, that look but like’ fo many rcp. 
ten Teeth, how oft have They been pull’d out by B. 
and L. the peblick Tooth-drawers ? Aud yet re/ally 
Operators of the Pre/s have got a Trick to faften 
them again in a few Minutes, that they grow as firm 
a Set, and as biting and talkative as ever. O Print- 
ing! how haft Thou difturb’d the Peace of Mankind ! 
that Lead, when moulded into Bullets, is not fo mor: 
tal as when founded into Letters! There was a Mi-

HE higheft Point of Wifdom (fays Mr. Osborne) 

hath, in my Opinion, been ftrictly and invariably

Commons; that 1s, a Majority of Eight Hundred Noble- 
men and Gentlemen, who are thoroughly inftructed in the 
Principles of Liberty, whofe Hearts are warmly affected 
towards Liberty, and whofe higheft and ftrongeft Intereft, 
whofe remote and immediate Interef# confift in the Pre- 
fervation of Liberty! I fay, not only the remote Intere@ of 
them, their Femilies and Succeffors, but their own immedi- 
ate prefent Intereft obliges them, in the ftrongeft manner, 
not to give up their Liberties ; for ’tis out of the Power 
of a King of England to give them az Equivalent for the 
Lofs of them: and therefore, while they preferve their 
Efates and Sen/es, ’tis as impoffible that a Minifter fhould 
induce them to exflave their Country, as to induce them 
to run counter to their plainef immediate Interef, and 
prefent greateft Good. Befides, how bafe and ignominious 
is this, to reprefent the Noblemen and Gentlemen of 
England as the mere Creatures of one Man, profligate, 
abandon’d, and ready to facrifice themfelves and their 
Pofterity to a ridiculous, wild, vifionary Scheme, that 
could never enter the Breaft of any but a downright 
Madman in a Country of general Knowledge and general 


se ot ! 

hus have we fhewn, that ’tis impoffible the Minjfer, 
as they call him, fhould ever have it in 415 Power, and 
next to impoflible he fhould ever have it in bis Hill, to 
deftroy our Liberties. We might add to thefe Argu- 
ments, the Condud of bis whole Life; that he has a/ways 
defended Liberty when out of Power, and never broke in 
upon it, when in Power. So that if there is a Man tobe 
found weak enough to believe, that this Gentleman intends

Courts, ‘above’ all other Places, are fruitful of Inftances 
which prove the Truth of this Maxim. Eminence of Fa- 
vour, as it ever makes Men obnoxious, hath often cau- 
fed them to be facrificed: Yet where one hath been de- 
firoyed through Publick Oppofition, ten have been undone 
by Cabals and: Intrigues. Indeed the Rage of Anger 
dluats the Edge of Inye@iive, and.a Man who is known 
to be violent, is rarely thought to be juft : none believe 
all that he fays, moft impute it to his Poffeffion of Mind, 
and all are fenfible of his Infirmities, as an intemperate, 
prejudiced, paffionate Man. But againft the more dread- 
ful Adverfary, ‘whofe Malice works in Difguife, who 
carries on his Mifchief in ‘the’ Appearance of a Friend, 
and rips up the Chara¢ter which he profefies to love; 
who ftabs in the Back, whilft he pretends the utmott 
Warmth of Heart; and counterfeits Affection for the 
Perfon whoni:he endeavours to ruin in his Fortune: 
Againft the Defigns of this mighty, this detePed Villain, 
there can be no Defence, unlefs he is openly unmasked, 
drawn forth from the lurking Holes of perfidious Malice, 
and ftripped of that Difguife, under which he acted the 

raitor, whilft he appeared as the Friend. ‘ 

To this muft be often afcribed the Meafures which 
Minifters* have been compell’d to take for their own 
Prefervation, when they have brought Difgrece upom 
thofe who have laboured to work their Deftructot.

wounds where a Man hath no Defence, and, frequently, 
where he hath noRemedy. In the very Act of an Ene- 
my, it would feem to be doing the Office of a Friend, 
pretending to that Affection which is falfe, and difowaing 
that Malice which is finacere. This refined [niquity, 
which cloaths its Fate with Smiles and Sunfhine, which 
carries Hell in its Heart, aid Daggers in its Hands, when 
it hath given the Secret Stab, wraps itfelfup in Safety, 
that though the Man is ruined, he knows not by whom 
he is betrayed. And when by, wonderful Means, the 
Blow is efcaped, or the Hand is difcerned ; when the 
Whifper is revealed, and the Whifperer is known ; wher 
Human Nature, wronged beyond bearing, refents and 
returns the Stroke ; the Man who firft gave it affects to 
wonder that it fhould reverberate, and groaning over fuch 
an extraordinary hardthip, deceitfully complains that He 
fhould be treated as an Enemy who always defired to 
be thought of as a Friend ; that he fhould be cruelly dealt 
by, without the leaft Provocation ; and after he had la- 
boured to blow you up alive, comforts himfelf w th the 
pious Reflection of the Remorfe, which you muft have for 
any thing harfh infliéted upon fuch primitive Innocence, 
though perhaps there were no other Meafure to be ta- 
ken againft a perfidious Friend, than by declaring againft 
him as a notorious Enemy. 

Envy can produce thefe Effects in Men, and even 
Wworfe. It can ply at your Elbow with bufy Malice, draw 
forth from your Mind whatever you may think, fuck 
in whatever you fay, and convert it all to Venom againtft 
you. It can repeat Converfation, nay, forge it, “and 
difclofe its Inventions, where you may never, perhaps, 
find any Occafion to clear the Trath, or to detect the 
Falfhood, though injured in the tendereft part by 
the Impreffions of a Lye, which from not be- 
ing duly brought forth in Light, may be confidered 
as Trath. | , . 

It is this Envy, which, though it make ufe of any 
Man’s Fortune or Favours, though it draw all poffible 
Affiftance from it, and obtain every Advantage by it, 
pinefs which it fhares, and, 
not content with fharing a Part, would deftroy a Friend 
or a Benefactor to poffefs itfelf of all. This unreafonable 


Spirit in Men makes them look with unfriendly Eyes 
on all the Enjoyments of Favour or Fortune which others 
poficis é 
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Poflefs ; and this not always becaufe they interfere with 
their own, but becaufe they exceed their own ; and from 
this invidious Temper, though Meneyen know they en- 
joy thofe Advantages from a particular Influence, 
which they cannot hope for from any other in the 
World, they will, notwithftanding, difable him to be 
their Friend, merely becaufe they cannot endure him as 
their Superior. 

Thus Men in Great Life are daily molefted ; thus 
Men in all degrees of Life are injured: Genius, Power, 
Favour, Riches, and Reputation, draw this Envy from 
all who conceive themfelves in the fmalleft degree below 
another Man’s Happinefs, even though they do not want 
it, or who fancy themfelves not enough raifed above 
him, or think he ftands, or fear he will ftand, on an 
Equality with them; and, being exorbitantly proud of 
theirAfcent perhaps in an even Proportion to the Meannefs 
of their Originals, they-conceive that all other Men who 
attempt to rife, invade their own Exaltation ; nor ac- 
count themfelves happy or great, unlefs they can triumph 
in the Misfortunes of others. 

Were Princes lefs juft to thofe whom they favour and 
employ, their Service would be infupportable, and their 
Courts become a Wildernefs: For where could Miniffers 
be found, where could Seryants be chofen, equal to the 
Burthen of wearifome Employments, and of perpetual 
Uneafinefs in them ? Unlefs Support be given with the 
fteadieft Hand, and the Adminiftration be kept unfhaken, 
notwithftanding all the Endeavours of the Ambitious, the 
Envious, or Unjuft, the Affairs of a Government muft be 
as ill taken Care of, as the Men who have them in Care 
are ill rewarded.: What Man in the World will 
hazard himfelf in any great Undertakings, or in any 
jmportant Service, where he fhall fee himfelf te- 
fet on every Side, and no where fure of Sup- 
port? It is the Firmnefs of Princes which gives 
both Life and Vigor to every Part of their Set- 
vice: And they command the Refpet and Confideration 
of their Enemies, when they fhew this juft Regard ta 
their Friends, 
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The late Lord Lanfdown having been generally thought 
to be @ polite Genius, and as fine @Gentleman as any in 
England, we believe the two followin; Letters, which were 
wrote by bis Lordjbip to two of bis Kelations, will be an 
acceptable Prefent to our Readers. 


Zo William Henry, Ear] of Bath, &c. at the Camp in 
Flanders, 1711. 
VERY living Creature, my dear Lord, is entitled 
to Offices of Humanity: The Diftrefs, even of an 
uemy, fhould reconcile us to him: If he thirfts, give 
him Drink ; if he hungers, give him Food ; overcome Evil 
with Good. It is with this Difpofition, I would have 
you enter into the Exercife of that Authority (Lord 
Lieutenant of spliualy with which her Majefty has ho. 
four’d you over your Countrymen. Let no Body infpire 
you with Party Prejudices and Refentments. Let it be 
your Bufinefs to reconcile Differences, and heal Divifions ; 
and to reftore, if poffible, Harmony and good Neigh- 
bourhood amongft them : If then there fhould be any lefe 
to with you ill, make them afhamed and confounded with 
your Goodnefs and Moderation: Not that I would ever 
advife you to facrifice one Hair of the Head of an old 
Friend to your Family, to gain fifty new ones; but if 
you can encreafe the Number by Courtefy and Modera- 
tion, it may be worth the Trial. 

Believe me, my dear Lord, Humanity and Generofity 
make the beft Foundation to build a Character upon: 
‘A Man may have Birth, and Riches, and Power; Wit, 
Learning, Courage, but without Generofity it is im- 
poflible to be a great Man: Whatever the Rich and 
Powerful may think of themfelves, whatever Value they 
re fet upon their Abundance and Grandeur, they will 
find themfelves but the more hated and defpis'd for the 
il Ufe they make of it. 

You fhould look upon yourfelves but as Stewards and 
Truftees for the Diftrefs’d: Your Over-abundance is but 
a Depofit for the Ufe and Relief of the Unhappy; you 
are anfwerable for all Superfluities mifpent : It is not to 
be fuppos’d that Providence would have made fuch Di- 
itiné@tions among Men, fuch unequal Diftributions, but 


that they might endear themfelves to one another by oat 
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tual Helps and Obligations. Gratitade is the fureft Cement 
of Love, Friendthip, and Society. 

_ There are, indéed, Rules to be obferv’d, and Meafures 
to be kept, in the Diftribution of Favours. We know 
who have both the Power and ¥nclination to do good, 
but for Want of Judgment in the Direction they pafs 
only for good-natur’d Fools inftead of generous Bene. 
factors. 

My Lord - will grudge a Guinea to an honeft 
Gentleman in Difirefs, but readily give twenty to a com- 
mon Strumpet. Anotherefhall refufe t6 lend Fifty Pound 
to his beft Friend without fufficient Security, and the next 
Moment fet his whole Fortune upon a Card or a Die, 
a Chance, for which he can have no Security. My 
Lord is to be feen every Day at a Toy-hhop, 
fquandring away his Money in ‘Trinkets and Baubles; and 
at the fame time leaves his Brothers and Sifters without 
common Neceffaries. 

Generofity does not confift ina Contempt of Money, in 
throwing it away at Random, without Judgment or Dé 
ftinction ; though that indeed is better than locking: it 
up, for Multitudes have the Benefit of it; but in a fight 
Difpofition to proper Objects, in Proportion to the Me- 
rit, the Circumftances, the Rank, and Condition of thofe, 
who ftand in Neéd of our Service. 

Princes are more expofed than any others to the Mifple- 
cing their Favours : Merit is ever modeft, and keeps itsDi- 
ftance : ‘The forward and importimate ftand always neareft 
in Sight, and are not to be put ont of Countenance, nor 
thraft out of the Way. 

I remember to have heard a Saying of the late King 
James, Tha’ he never knew a mode Man make his Way ia 
@ Court. David Flyd, whom you know, being then im 
waiting at his Majefty’s Elbow, teply’d, bluntly, Prd, 
Sir, whofe Feult’s that # The King ftood corrected, and 
was filent. If Princes could fee with their own Eyes, 
and hear with their own Ears, what a happy Situation 
it would be both for themfelves and their Subjects! 
To reward Merit, to rédrefs the Injured, to: relieve 
the Oppreffed, to raife the Modeft, to humble the 
Infolent ; what a God-like Prerogative, were 3 right 
Ufe made of it. 

How happy are you, my dear Lord, who are bom 
with fuch generous Inclinations, with Judgment to on 

them, 
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them, and the Means to indulge them: Of all Men moff 
miferable is he, who has the Inclination, without the 


“Means. ‘To meet with a deferving Object of Compaffion, 


without having the Power to give Relief, of all the Cir- 
cumftances in Life is the moft difagreeable: To have the 
Power is the greateft Pleafure. 

Methinks I fee you ready to ery out, —* Good 
‘ Coufin, why this Difcourfe to me? What Occafion have 
‘I for thefe Lectures?’ Nowe at all, my dear Lord; I 
am only making my Court to you, by letting you fee, I 
think as you do. 

But one Word more, ahd I have done. 

{In Truft, Intimacy, and Confidence, be as particular 
as you pleafe : In Humanity, Charity, and Benevolence, 
univerfal.

ET TERS from the Hague bring advice, that Ma-. 
L bomet Effendi is arrived there as Ambaffador from 
Tripoli, and delivered his Credentials to the States. He 
has brought with him feven fine Barbary Horfes as Pre- 
fents to the Republick, one for each Province ; for which 
the Deputies will caft Lots as ufual. ’Tis faid that a 
Treaty of Commerce is negotiating between the Kings of 
Spain and Sweden, on Conditions very advantagious to the 
Jatter : What is moft certain is, that the Swedi/h Minitter 
is very affiduous in his Court to the new Spanifp Ambaf- 
fador, and feems defirous of diftinguifhing himfelf by Ol 
fices of more than ordinary Civility. 

A Plan for accommodating the Differences of the {e- 
veral Princes at Variance, having been concerted upon the 
Bafis of a_due Ballance of Power in Europe, (and agree- 
able, es far as poffible, to the prefent State of Affairs) 
has been communicated to the States General, and 18 P- 
proved by them : Accordingly we hear that the Media- 
tors have invited the feveral contending Powers to 4 
Congrefs, in order to lay the fame before them. Oa the 
other hand, it is talked that the A//ies, require by vi 
of Preliminaries, that the two Maritime ‘Powers, _ 
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engage to fecure to them whatever is in their Pofleffion 
refpectively, either by Conqueft, or otherwife. The 
Claufe (agreeable as far as poffible, &c.) makes us fear it will 
not be agreeable at all. 

It is faid, the Duke of Lorrain is about to leave the 
Imperial Court, and return to his own Dominions; be 
that as it will, ’tis affured he has obtained a Promife, that 
his Regiment of Foot, which is in the Jmperial Service, 
fhall neither be employed on the Rhine, or in Italy, 
but remain only in Garrifon in Hungary. The Si- 
tuation of that Prince's Dominions, obliges him to be very 
careful how he offends the French, who /eldom fail of taking 
@fevere Revenge ; and may fafely take for Mottc, Nemo 
me impune laceffit. 

The Pope is faid to have written to his mo? Chriffian 
Majeffy, to exhort him to ufe his good Offices with the 
Grand Signior, to prevent his making War with Chri- 
feendom. It is well known what fort of good Offices 
the French have always ufed with the Turks; if the Em- 
Peror has nothing elfe to truff to, the Lord have Mercy 
upon bim.

Phefe 
Letters add, that Mr. Charles-Jofeph Bernafione, was ar- 
tefted there lately in his Houfe, and conducted to the 
Cittadel, after having had all his Papers fealed up.

Were carrying Letters to Mantua, and committed Prifon- 
ers to the faid Cittadel to be examined. The Letters have 
bécn fent to the Court of Turia, being imagined to mean

ho good to the King of Sardinia’s new Gover “A cibef 
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Ambaffadors of France and Spain are fet out for 
Turiz. 

They write from Modena, that a Body of soo Dra. 
goons, as many Huffars, and 200 German Foot. are arrived 
at St. Felice ; that another of 1000 Jmperial Infantry are 
marched to Fina]; and that the Germans having defired 
Paflage through the Ecclefafiical State, part of thofe 
‘Troops were already arrived on the Frontiers of the 
Bologneze, and have laid three Bridges over the Panaro; 
in order to march, as it is thought, and intercept the Spa- 
niards in their Way to Lombardy. 

Advices from Cremona fay, that a ftrong Party of the 
Enemy have appeared in the Cremoneze, as if they would 
draw the Allies out or furprize them ; but that perhaps it 
might be only a Feint, to cover fome other Defign they 

ave in view ; be that as it will, the poor Soldiers of thé 
Allies are forced to lie all Night upon their Arms, that 
they may not be forced to fight any more for their 
Breeches. They add, that three Wind-Mills over-againft 
Sacca were taken by the Jmperialiffs on the 25th paft, but 
that asthe Troops of the Al/ies made an Oifer to attack 
them in their Turn, they contented themfelves with paf- 
fing up the Po, and fuffered the Allies to take Poffeffion 
of them again. That great Numbers ef Soldiers die daily 
in the Hofpitals on both Sides: That a Report was cur- 
rent thers, that the Enemy had formed a Project to pof- 
fefs themfelves of Modena; and even that fome of thei

Cruits arrived there daily from Tyro/; 15,000 miore were 
fhortiy expected, they ‘being already arrived there, with 
ane Squadron of Palfi’s Regiment of Huffars. They

fatigable to find an Opportunity of gaining fome Advan- 
tage over the Allies; and that the Marthal de Brog/io is 
as watchful to prevent it, having pofted | arties all over 
the Country, to fpread the Alarm, let the Germans appear 
which way they will.

HEY write from Vienna that the Counts Kaznitz; 
Coboutzel, Fofeph of Sinzendorff, Henry ot Sterem.

bers thereof; and that at the fame Time the Count de Ke- 
cenbuller, Minifter of the Emperor to the King of Den- 
mark, and Count Anthony of Nofits, were alfo introdu- 
ced by their Proxies, both thofe Noblemen being abfenr: 
That an Exprefs arrived there lately with Difpatches from 
the Electar of Mentg, wherein he makes éarneft Inftances 
to the Imperial Court, that Care may be taken for the Des 
fence of his Capital, which is threatened with a Siege hy 
the French: That they are not however, of Opinion} 
that they will begin their Operations on that Side, but 
that their Defign is, to make themfelves Matters of 
Brifac, and Friburgb, in order to penetrate into Suabia, 
and prevent the Imperial Troops paffiag through 7)ro/ to 
Laly: That Preparations for rext Campaign are continued 
With great Vigour, and Officers pafs by there daily in thrre 
Ooo Way 
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Way to Hungary, to bring away the Recruits raifed there 
to compleat the Regiments; and that r200 Recruits 
marched lately from Korneubergh to Italy: That feveral 
Bales of Linnen, which the Emprefs Dowager Amelia, of 
Hanover, had got made in the Houfe of Correétion, had 
been lately fent to Mantua for the Ufe of the fick and 
wounded Soldiers : ‘That her Imperial Majefty has alfo got 
together a vaft Quantity of old Linnen Rags, of which the 
makes Lint and Bandages with her own Hands, as do alfo 
the Ladies of her Court, (as they did laft Year) for the 
Ufe of the Troops: That ’tis faid Prince Eugene's Equi- 
page will be fent to the Rhine towards the latter End of 
this Month, and that his Highnefs will foon follow, in 
order to take upon him the Command of the Jmperial Ar- 
my: That a Conference had been Jately held at that 
Prince’s Houfe, at which many of the Foreign Minifters 
were prefent, and amongft others, that of Pru/fia. 

Advices from Frazkfort fay, that the Duke of Wirtem. 
berg has written a Letter to the Princes, Directors of the 
refpective Circles, to engage them to hold their Contin- 
gents in Readinefs to march at the firft Warning. It is 
added, that the Imperial Troops will be divided into four 
different Bodies, and to be cantoned in divers Places, in 
Order to be the better able to obferve the Motions of the 
Enemy, and hinder them from the Execution o; their 
Defigns. They work ftill with great Diligence upon the 
Fortifications of Meatz, Coblentz, and Rheinfels. 

They write from Hamburgh, that the Troops of Hol- 
fiein and Schwart Zemburgh, have made themfelyes Ma- 
fters ofall the Avenues to the City of Schwerin; and that 
their Commander having caufed the Place to be fummoned 
in the Emperor’s Name, to receive Fart ofthe faid Troops 
to remain there in. Garrifon; Duke Charles had fent for 
Anfwer, that he was refolved to defend the fame to the laf 
Extremity. 

We hear from Hanover, that there is again a’Talk there 
of a Marriage between the Prince of /Va/es, and the fifth 
Princefs of Pruffia. Thefe Advices add, that the Regency 
have ordered fix Regiments to be in a Readinefs to march, 
for the Emperor’s Service ; becaufe his Britannick Maje 
has :promis’d that Prince, to furnifh the Contingent whic 
Great Britain is ebliged to fend ; by Treaties ftipulated 
between them, out of his EleCtoral Troops, if a Peace be 


not concluded before the Opening of the Campairn. 
pening palg Letters 
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Lettersfrom Al/face fay, that the French continue to fill 
the Magazines of Strasburgh, Schie/tadt, Colmar, and Hyn- 
ningen, e{pecially with Hay ; and that a Report was cur- 
rent, that they defigned to open the Campaign with the 
Siege of Brifac or Friburgh. ‘The Artillery that was at 
Spires, has been removed from thence, but whither was 
not known: All the Pofts along the Rdine are poffeiied by 
the Militia. | 

There is Advice from Nancy in Lorrain, that by the 
Carts, Waggons, and other Carriages, which are now 
providing on the Rhine, at leaft 200,000 Sacks of Wheat 
more will pafs through that Country this Year, than the 
lait. And that there is fuch a Diftemper ftill reigns amongtt 
the Soldiers in Alface, that the Magiftrates of Baf/ in 
Switzerland have ordered that no Perion be permitted te 
enter that City without a Bill of Health. 

The laft Letters from Vienna bring an Account, that fe- 
venteen French Deferters, who had been entertained in the 
Garrifon at Belgrade, had formed a Confpiracy for efca- 
ping into Zurky, to difcover to the Infidels the State of 
that ‘Town and its Fortifications: In Order to this they 
got over the Ramparts at Dead of Night, and dropt 
from the Height of 35 Foot perpendicular into the adja- 
cent Plain, which they all did without any Hurt; then 
they formed themfelves into a Party, and chofe an Officer 
to head them, that they might appear like a Detachment 
from the Garrifon, and prevent Suipicion in the Country ; 
but their Flight was difcoyered before Morning, and a 
Company of Hufars fent after them, who foon came up 
with them, and after an obftinate Engagemeat took fifteen 
Prifoners; the other two were killed, as were feveral of 
the Huffirs. Being brought back, they impeached feveral 
others of their Countrymen, who had entered into an En. 
gagement to make the fame Attempt; upon which the 
wereall feized, and one of the moft defperate, being lead- 
ing to Prifon, ftabbed the Officer who conducted him, but 
fortunately the wound was not mortal. 

Later Advices from Mecklenburgh fay, that the Troops 
of the Jmperia/ Commiffion having laid Siege to Schwerin, 
the Capital of that Dutchy, the Duke alter all his Brava- 
do's of holding out, and fharing the Fate of the Inhabt. 
tants, thought proper, as {oon as the Bombs began co burft 
about his Ears, to make his Efcape, and retire to Lubech, 


whereupon the People wifely furrendered. The Caitle,

Emperor inviolably ; and that the Sz/tan’s Chief Minifters 
hold frequent Conferences even in the Night ; but that 
their Deliberations were kept very fecret. Thefe two 
Articles don't feem to agree very well; and as the French 
Emiffaries are known to have been lately very buly at the 
Porte, the Imperialifis are very much in the Right, not to 
depend too much upon the Turk’s Bona FIDE, for Fear they 
froould have learnt of /ome Chriftians. 

There is Advice from China, that the Emperor continues 
to oppofe the Labours of the Miffionaries, to convert the 
Chinefe from Idolatory. All the Jefuits that could be 
found, who were employed in the different Provinces of 
that vaft Empire for the Converfion of the People, haye 
been banifhed and their Profelytes committed to Prifon, 
and treated with great Cruelty. The Ye/wits begged leave 
tq retire to fome Place where Foreign Chrifians had Set- 
tlements; accordingly the City of Cantox was affigned them 
in which they have a College ; but after a fhort itay there, 
they were obliged to depart and go to Macao, a Sea Port 
belonging to the Portuguefe. Thefe Exiles are about thir- 
ty in Number ; there are no other Accufations brought a- 
gainft them, but their having been too Zealousto propa- 
gate the Chriftian Faith. It is very remarkable that the 
Fe/uits of Peking, the Metropolis of the Empire, have not 
in the leaft been affected with this new Perfecution; on 
the contrary, they are treated with rather more Refpeda 
than ever. They are in Number twenty three ; v/z. two 
Ecclefiafticks of the Congregation de propaganda Fide at 
Rome, eight French Fe/uits, tix Portaguefe, three Germans 
and four Coadjutors. It is added, that during the Heat 
of the Perfecution in the Provinces, the Chinefe Monarch 
honoured with his Prefence the: Aftronomical Lectures 
of the Fe/uits at Peking. It is to be feared the Je- 
fuits at Yeking dike their Brethren in /ome other Parts, are 
better Courtiers than Chriftians. 

They write from Barbary, that the Armies of the two 
Brothers, Competitors for the Empire of Morecco, were 
juft ripe for Action, but that there had been as yet no 
Engagement. Mzley Abdalla, who was lately cepofed 
by his Black Army, has thrown himfelf upon his Vite 
Subjects, of whom . has got together a great Number at 
Merceco. Maley Ali, who was fet up b the Blacks, is 
preparing to decide the Matter with his Brother. go ae
